The question of pure water is one in which every citizen of La Crosse 


Is seriously interested. Of all riches, health is the most im portant. Money, 


power, social position are all subordinate for without health there can be 


neither accomplishment nor enjoyment. 


Two years ago the republicans of La Crosse made pure water an issue 


in the municipal campaign, and there appeared to be a strong sentim ent at 


that time in favor of action looking to the acquisition by this city of a 


pure water supply. The attem pt failed, however, for the very reason that 


it was made a political issue. Men who had studiously 
interested 
them ­ 


selves in the m atter prior to the beginning of that campaign declined to 


accept pure water as a political dictum, and the republican party was de­ 


feated by about 500 votes. 


Now, for a second time, the w ater question is before the people; as on 


the former occasion, it comes in the heat of a political campaign, but IT 


IS NOT A PO L IT IC A L ISSUE AT T H IS TIM E. It is to be submitted 


to a vote of the people and it will not become a political issue unless the 


republican organization is pleased to make it one. It should not be made a 


political issue, for it is not a m atter of party concern but of general public 


importance. 


There has been some discussion of the question in the public prints. 


Mr. Barney Olson has contributed a long article over

in 


which he takes a position against a filtering plant and in favor of an arte­ 


sian well system. Of course Barney W ANTS TO DIG A W ELL and to be 


paid for it. However, while this fact tends to show prejudice calculated to 


influence his judgment, it does not necessarily follow that he is wrong.

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How British Cities Manage 
Public Utilities 


Manchester Occupies First Place In England In the 
Volume of Its Municipal Work—Nearly All 
Public Utilities Are Owned by the City

a n c h e s t e r has owned its 
gas works ever since 1807, 
which was not long after this 
present necessity was discov­ 
ered. Since th at tim e the profits accru­ 
ing and paid into the city‘treasury have 
amounted to the enormous total of $12,- 
800,OOO. 
The plant as it stands today 
constitutes an asset having a m arket 
value of more than $13,000,000. 
Gas 
is furnished not only to citizens of 
Manchester, but to 30.000 customers 
outside the corporate limits. The rate 
charged is CO cents a thousand cubic 
feet, and the net profit for the last fis­ 
cal year Was $1,332,923. 
Of this sum 
$488,300 was paid into the city treasury 
in the form of taxes and a direct con­ 
tribution, and the balance w as devoted 
to the sinking fund or set aside in the 
contingent fund. The profits have be­ 
come so large th at the city has decided 
to discontinue the charges made for the 
use of heaters and ranges and give 
them to customers rent free. 
For motor power a reduced rate of 
48 cents a thousand is charged, and gas 
is used for this purpose in the running 
of 1.320 engines. 
Employed in the 
M anchester gas departm ent is an arm y 
of 2,200 men, and their wages have 
been steadily increased in recent years. 
After an experiment lasting nearly a 
century it m ust be conceded th at the 
public ownership of gas production in 
M anchester shows all the earm arks of 
success. 
M anchester supplies electric light and 
power not only to its citizens, b ut also 
to neighboring towns and villages. The 
city embarked on this venture in 1893 
on w hat was then considered a large 
scale, making an investm ent consider­ 
ably in excess of $000,000. The first 
year of operation showed a loss of 
about $1,000, but the following year 
found a profit to its credit am ounting 
to $28,000. The city was then charging 
5.S8 pence a unit for the current gener­ 
ated, but has gradually reduced this to 
2.08. 
In the meantime its plant has 
been extended until it represents an ex­ 
penditure of $8,500,000. The gross prof­ 
its last year were $420,000, and after 
meeting interest, sinking fund and oth­ 
er fixed charges there rem ained $41,000, 
which was placed to the credit of the 
reserve. 
The enterprise is not yet on a perm a­ 
nent basis for the reason th at it is an­ 
nually expending vast am ounts for im- 


pavem ents and extensions, b u t even 
during this period it has m anaged to 
reduce its debt, increase its surplus and 
pay $200,000 tow ard the relief of rates. 
It should be kept in m ind th a t none 
of these enterprises is promoted or in 
any way sustained by money raised 
from taxation. The council committee 
in charge of them borrows the required 
money in the open m arket and goes 
ahead w ith extensions and improve­ 
m ents utterly independent of the city 
treasury. 
I am not aw are of w hat 
would be the situation in the event of 
a failure of one of these enterprises, 
but presum e th at the city would as­ 
sume responsibility for the paym ent of 
the bonds and liabilities. No such con­ 
tingency bas ever arisen, so far as I am 
informed. • 
It was my privilege to exam ine the 
official accounts and statem ents of the 
reproductive undertakings inutile lead­ 
ing cities of G reat Britain, and they 
unquestionably show w ithout an excep­ 
tion th at every bonded obligation has 
been met, th at a proper am ount has 
been set aside for sinking funds, th at 
in a large m ajority of instances liberal 
allowances have been made for depre­ 
ciation and th at in every city visited or 
of which I have reports the tax rate 
has been reduced rather than raised as 
a result of participation in public enter­ 
prises designed to yield profits. 
There is small reason for a potter’s 
field in M anchester. 
The city m ain­ 
tains and manages a t cost three large 
aud beautiful cemeteries, having a to­ 
tal area of 220 acres. The charges for 
interm ent vary according to the size 
of the plot and location and range from 
$1.23 for a child under one m onth old 
to $30 for selected private graves. 
These prices include all fees, including, 
if desired, the services of a clergyman. 
The city also furnishes a t reasonable 
prices headstones and monuments, j. For 
a charge of $1.25 annually the graves 
are kept neatly in turf, and for a slight 
additional charge dowers are planted 
and cured for. By the paym ent of $25 
a grave may be thus kept in perpetuity. 
The importance of this institution will 
be realized when it is stated th at the 
num ber §of interm ents last year ex­ 
ceeded 8.000. 
There are private cem­ 
eteries in M anchester w ith more pre­ 
tentious vaults, tombs and monuments, 
but none is kept in better order or has 
more ideal natural surroundings. 
The 
rates are changed from tim e to tim e 
so as to make these resting places of 
the dead self sustaining. 
M anchester has expended nearly $1,- 
000.000 on its baths and washhouses.

the disposal of sewage. T o this end 
the city has become a m anufacturer on 
a large scale and is the landlord of a 
farm ing estate of 3.739 acres, or nearly 
six square miles of land. The cleaning 
comm ittee includes the lord mayor as a 
member and is responsible for the 
sweeping and w atering of streets, pas­ 
sages and courts and for the collection 
aud disposal of night soil aud other 
refuse from dwellings, warehouses and 
institutions. 
The comm ittees employ 
1,800 men and 420 horses, w ith large 
num bers of vans and carts, steam tugs, 
a fleet of boats, four locomotives and 
tw enty railroad cars. It builds its vans 
and carts, keeps in repair the immense 
m achinery plant and rolling stock used 
in the departm ent, makes and sells har­ 
ness, brushes, receptacles for closets, 
m anufactures 
concentrated 
manure, 
m ortar, soap, oils, grease, disinfecting 
powder, dyes aud m any other products 
which otherw ise would go to waste. 
The m anufacturing plant in the par- 
j 
ish of Bes wick is one of the most ex­ 
tensive institutions in England, and a 
visit to it will well repay the munici­ 
pal student who desires to become in­ 
formed on the best modern methods of 
solving one of the great problems con­ 
fronting cities. 
Several years ago there were tw o 
great m arshes situated in the suburbs 
of M anchester. One belonged *o Lord 
Carrington and was called Carrington 
Moss. It was ingrained and unculti­ 
vated. The city purchased it for $190,- 
000. Near it w as another tract of 2,595 
acres belonging to Sir H um phrey de 
Trafford. This w as in a deplorable con­ 
dition. It was occupied by tenants who 
m anaged to eke out an existence and 
pay rent for their tumbledown hovels 
and boggy land. The city purchased it 
for about $700,000. 
On both of these estates it proceeded 
I to drain the land, tear down the old 
I farm houses and erect new ones. For a 
mile and a half the estate faces the 
new ship canal and will some day be 
lilied w ith factories. In the m eantim e 
the city has built railroads which con­ 
vey fertilizers from the city and carry 
back the farm produce raised by the 
prosperous tenants who now pay rent 
to the city. The largest farm on the 
estate contains 400 acres, for which the 
tenant pays $10 an acre. Valuable veg­ 
etable crops are raised, and where once- 
was a dreary and disease breeding 
m arsh there are now miles of fertile 
and productive land under a high state 
of cultivation. It is the verdict of the 
highest authorities th at the M anchester 
system of utilizing refuse is the most 
perfect in existence. 
The expense of the cleansing depart­ 
ment for the last fiscal year w as $070,- 
000, and this was m ade possible by the 
fact th at the receipts from the m anu­ 
facturing plant and the farm estates 
reduced the cost by the impressive 
am ount of $2^),OOO.
